Summary of purpose and/or changes:

LB 199 amends the Municipa Cooperative Financing Act to allow a separate municipal utility with
autonomous control and established by a city, village, or by the citizens thereof for the purpose of
providing electric energy for the municipdity, to become a participant in an agency created under the
Act. Thebill also alows such entities to become a participant in an agency by resolution.

Additiondly, the hill dlows entities formed under the Municipa Cooperative Financing Act to hold
meetings by telephone conference call as specified in the Open Meetings Act.
